Labour in turmoil 
after Baram quits

The shock resignation of Labour 
Party Secretary-General Uzi 
Baram, announced in Tel Aviv yes- 
terday afternoon, threatens to 
plimnge the party into organizational 
and ideological turmoil, party 
sources warned last night. 

Labour Party leaders were press- 
ing Baram last night to retract his 
tesignation, which took them all -- 
including party leader Shimon Peres 
— by complete surprise. 

Baram’s resignation follows con- 

. tinuing differences with party lead- 
ers -especially the Labour ministers 
who resent his “independence” — 
over matters relating to the “\democ- 
Tatization™ of procedures for 
choosing its candidates for the Knes- 
set. Baram, a dove, bas also voiced 
sharp criticism in private of the par- 
ty leadership's handling of the peace 
‘issue and the territories. 

The reost recent attack against 
Baram came at Wednesday night's

Ya’acobi accuséd Baram of “work- 
ing behind their backs” by attempt- 
ing to “pack” the list of candidates 
for the next Knesset with candidates 
of his choosing.

At about 
10 a.m., the pupils blocked the road 
and threw stones, the police said.

Shultz: Ties 
unshakeable

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
strongly restated what he called the 
“unshakeable” U.S. commitment to 


_ Israel despite this week's U.S. vote 


against Israel] at the’ UN Security 
Council. 

At a State Department news con- 
ference, Shultz acknowledged that 
the U.S. was upset about the latest 
round of violence on the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. But be then added: 

“T think it’s important: for every- 
one to understand that the U.S. re- 
gards its friendship and the strength 
of its relationship with Israel as a 
key and unshakeable relationship. 
No one should misinterpret 2 vote as 
meaning anything else. In fact, I 

the ability to differ occa- 
sionally with a friend shows the 
depth of that friendship.” 

Shultz was referring to the U.S. 
vote Tuesday night in favour of a 
UN resolution urging Israel to re- 
frain from deporting Palestinians 
from the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
Since then, Israeli officials have ex- 

their disappointment with 
the U.S. stance. 

Shultz told the news conference it 
was “important for everyone to rec- 
ognize that it is the duty of Israel to 
maintain law and order” in the terri- 
tories. “We believe that that duty 
can be well-performed without the 
use of lethal means,” he continued. 
“We've said so. 

“But more than that, the whole 
history of the Middle East shows 
that violence in the various forms 


when it’s been used — terrorism, war 
— just hasn't worked. Those devel- 
opments that have led to a more 

ful and more useful situation 
have come about through negotia- 
tions: sometimes large negotiations, 
sometimes more particular negotia- 
tions, but it's negotiations that 
work. And that's what we, of 
course, encourage.” 

Asked whether the U.S. might 
restrict its support for Israe] because 
of the disturbances in the territories, 
Shultz replied categorically: “Israel 
is a democratic country seeking sta- 
bility and peace and the ability to 
pursue its destiny. And we support 
that country. And we support those 
objectives. And we work closely 
with Israel. Problems come up from 
time to time. We resolve those prob- 
lems. Occasionally, we disagree, but 
through 81} of that, this relationship, 
as I said, is unshakeable — that's 
what that means.” 


Shultz said he was looking for- 
ward to Egyptian President Hosoi 
Mubarak’s visit to Washington at 
the end of this month. “We'll be 
consulting with him closely about 
the peace process, as well as devel- 
opments in Egypt and about the 
Gulf, which he has been visiting,” 
the secretary said. 

But in response to a question, he 
acknowledged that serious obstacles 
remained unresolved in achieving 
direct Arab-Israeli peace negotia- 
tions. He once again confirmed that 
the U.S., under certain conditions, 
would be prepared to support an 
intemmational peace conference.

warn of sanctions

Government hospital clerks and 
maintenance workers announced 
yesterday that they will apply sanc- 
tions “within a few days™ because of 
the government's failure to keep its 
promise to equalize their salaries 
and fringe benefits with those of 
their Kupat Holim counterparts. 

Meanwhile. next week promises 
to be a bad one for the public health 
system. 

The country’s 350 anesthesiolo- 
gists, who went on a one-day strike 
this week, threaten to cancel all 
non-emergency operations at two 
different hospitals each day. 2 

The government hospital physi- 
cians are also due to start sanctions 
next week over their demands for 
overtime pay for working a second 
shift, similar to that won by Kupat 
Holim Clalit doctors a few weeks 
ago. 
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Civil rights group: 
to check situation 
in areas’ prisons |

Israel’s civil rights watchdog 
group is to visit prisons where more 
than 1,000 Palestinians are being 
held, following allegations that in- 
mates are being physically abused 
and living in wretched conditions. 

The Association of Civil Rights 
said last night that it is also con- 
cerned that military judges are 
“automatically” ordering suspected 
pdt to be held in custody pending 
trial. 

Lawyers representing Palestinian 
detainees have charged that prison- 
ers, some of them in their early 
teens, are kept in overcrowded con- 
ditions, are short of food, have no 
sanitary facilities and are beaten. 
They have also charged that two 
suspected rioters were tortured with 
ee shocks to force them to con- 

fess. 

The IDF rejected the allegations 
of torture “outright” and said they 
were propaganda. As to prison con- 
ditions, the IDF spokesman said 
that prisoners had the same type of 
accommodation as those given to 
jailed soldiers. 

Joshua Schoffman, Jegal director 
of the civil rights association, said 
his group had received permission 
from the Defence Ministry to visit 
the Ansar 2 prison camp in Gaza, 
Farah prison near Nablus and the 
Dahariya camp near Hebron. 

He said: “In view of the unprece- 
dented round-up of people, and the 
young age of many of those in de- 
tention, we want to check what is 
happening. The lawyers are claim- 
ing conditions are bad and the army 
says it is treating the prisoners hu- 
manely. We are going to see who is 


Tight.” 

eSchofiman said that association 
observers had been attending the 
speedy justice trials at Ramallah and 
Hebron and, although the trials fol- 
lowed accepted procedures, there 
was cause for worry as so many peo- 
ple were being remanded in 
custody. 

“It seems there is virtually auto- 
matic detention until trial regardless, 
of the age, the personal circum- 
stances and even the severity of the 
allegations against the suspects. The 
judges are only giving consideration 
to the prime facia evidence and not 
giving any weight to the circum- 
stances of the individual,” he said. 

“There is an assumption that any- 
one arrested is dangerous and those 
few cases in which people have been 
released until their trial have all in- 
volved very young defendants.” 

Meanwhile,:a delegation of Span- 
ish attorneys, including members of 
parliament, said at a press confer- 
ence that the trials in the military 
courts were worse than those held 
by the Franco regime. Striking Pal- 
estinian lawyers were “absolutely 


’ justified,” said Brandes Molet, a 


left-wing MP who defended political 
prisoners during the Spanish dicta- 
tor's reign. - 

In a related development, over 
150 top academics from Jerusalem's 
Hebrew University and Tel Aviv 
University have formed an “inter- 
university group for ending the 
occupation.” 

Among the professors supporting 
the group are sociologist Shmuel Ei- 
senstadt, economist Dan Patinkin, 
historians Shmuel Ettinger and Saul 
Freidlander, and philosopher Asher 
Kasher. 


Recommendations due next week 
on appeals against deportations

TEL AVIV -- The committees hear- 
ing appeals against nine deportation 
orders are expected to present their 
recommendations next week, mili- 
tary Judge Advocate General Tat- 
Aluf Amnon Strachnow said yester- 
day. Recommendations regarding 
West Bank residents will be present- 
ed to the OC Central Command and 
those regarding Gazans to the OC 
Southern Command. 
The hearings are conducted in, 
keeping with all relevant regula-' 
tions, Strachnow told reporters. The 
. defendants, their lawyers and Inter- 
national Red Cross representatives 
are present, but the deliberations 
are closed to the public. 
The committee meeting in Gaza. 
yesterday completed hearing the ar- 
guments against four deportations. 
The two committees meeting in 
Nablus postponed their delibera- 
tions to give attorneys time to study 
the cases, but Strachnow said they 
would probably reconvene on Mon- 
day or Tuesday. 
Meanwhile, attomey Lea Tsemel 
has appealed to the High Court of 


Justice against a decision barring 11 
attorneys from representing Jibril 
Rajub in Nablus. Some of them bad 
appeared before the committee 
headed by Sgan-Aluf. Mordechai 
Peled, who was hearing two ap- 
peals. When the hearing ended, the 
11 filed into the room where Alué- 
Mishne Dan Guetta was holding a 


hearing. 

Guetta ordered everybody out, 
except those who in fact are present- 
ing Rajub’s case. Strachnow . said 
that three or. four attorneys would 
be,a reasonable number, :. - 

Earlier yesterday, President 
Chaim Herzog rejected criticism of 
the speedy trials in the territories. 
Addressing military court judges 
and attorneys , Herzog said that 
during the half day he had spent 
with the military Judge Advocate 
General's unit, he had looked into 
“the entire process of maintaining 
the rule of law in the IDF. 

“I can testify that everything is 
being done, under very difficult con- 
ditions, to maintain the rule of law. 
We may be proud of the IDF’s legal 
system," he said.

Tel Aviv trio in London hash-smuggling trial :, ἢ

TEL AVIV - Three [sraelis.. who grew up togeth- 
er in South Tel Aviv, are to go on trial today in 
London on charges of smuggling nearly two tons 
of hashish from Lebanon. The drug has an esti- 
mated street value of £5 million. ‘ 
James Greenfield, a British citizen and alleged 
anarchist, is to join them in the Old Bailey as the 
fourth defendant. A fifth suspect, John Barker, 
has escaped from police custody. 


The ties that bound Yitzhak *Tzahi” Ferman, 
31, Moshe Strohweis, 33, and Asher Sivan, 30, 
were created in the vacant lots of the underprivi- 
leged neighbourhood of Kiryat Shalom and were 
strengthened over the years through various busi- 
ness deals. The three were well-known for their 
membership in a gang of motorcycle enthusiasts 
who also frequented bars and night spots around 
town. : 


Ever since he fied Israel in the fall of 1982, 
Ferman has been a fugitive from the military 


police, who had charged him with attempting to 
smuggle hash from Lebanon. 


That episode allegedly occurred after the IDF. 


entered the Beirut area just before Rosh Hashana 
in 1982. Ferman was on reserve duty as a photog- 
rapher for Bamahane, the IDF magazine, and 
Was accompanied by Amir Sheinkman, a reservist 
reporter for the magazine.

Zhao Zhangguang, a 45-year-old farmer from Hubei province with 
only a primary school education, developed in his bedroom a liniment 
now used in 100 clinics throughout China, it said. 

Last October Zhao won an award from a Brussels inventors conven- 
tion and he has signed sales contracts with businessmen from 16 coun- 

tries, the agency said. “in Tokyo, Osaka and Hongkong, beauty parlours 
are waiting for his medicine,” it added. 

The suicide of a woman neighbour suffering from baldness spurred 
Zhao to invent his cure. His family nearly went broke as he devoted 
himself to experiments, the report said. His search paid off when a bald 
friend found his hair growing back after a month of treatment with 


Zhao's liniment. 


But not all of Ziao’s customers 818 satisfied. His father said the 
remedy made him itchy and left part of his scalp red and swollen.

The 
release was ordered by a Bogota 
judge who ruled that —counting time 
he had served in Spain -- Ochoa had 
already served his 20-month sen- 
tence on charges of illegally import~ 
ing Spanish fighting bulls.

ARE THE MAJOR partners in the 
government willing to take such a 
step?

Bank Palestinian state, and the at- 
tractiveness of his proposal to a sig- 
nificant portion of the Israeli right is 
not lost on those of his supporters

Sharon has the wiles and the reputa- 
tion for ruthlessness necessary to 
make peace in this region.”” 

ugh it ali, however, veteran 
party pols tend to discount the effect 
of the current turmoil on the No- 
vember balloting. 

“In the final analysis,” says Likud 
MK Ebnd Olmert, “most Israeli 
voters tend to draw conclusions 
from events such as these according 
to their already-established political 
points of view. Hawks remain hawk- 
ish, doves stay dovish.” 

Olmert also rejects the view that 
young Likudniks favour the replace- 
ment of Shamir with a figure less 
associated with the status quo. 

“Shamir's standing as head of the 
party is rock-solid,” says Olmert. 

Still, in Olmert's opinion, the 
younger members of the Likud list 
constitute the party's single greatest 
electoral asset. “*The Likud present- 
ly has a large number of people with 
the potential to become the next 
generation of the leadership of this 
country. This, it seems to me, is an 
advantage that means a great deal to 
the public.”

“This is because, for a large por- 
tion of the Israeli voting public, 
what is most important is who will 
form the government. As they enter 
the polling booth, this takes prece- 
dence over a 100 per cent identifica- 
tion factor with a small party.” 

Bar-Am also believes that the ab- 
stention factor will be negligible in 
the 1988 race. “In past elections we 
have reached a particularly high vot- 
ing percentage. There were. elec- 
tions one July, during which a large 
sector of the voting public was 
abroad, and even so, the percentage 
reached 78 per cent. If you add to 
this the number who were overseas, 
you get 86 per cent.” 

The view that the Alignment has 
lost the youth vote is also mistaken, 
Bar-Am argues: “At this point, 
there is a much greater balance be- 
tween the major parties with refer- 
ence to young voters than in the 
past. In high school polls taken in 
the last two years from Netanya to 
Rehovot, Labour came in first place 
consistently — although. if you added 
the Likud and Tehiya votes togeth- 
er, they topped ours.” 

Bar-Am cites the Israeli Arab 
vote as a special target of the La- 
bour campaign this year. “I think we 
will have to wait for a period of calm 
to analyse the situation, but if the 
Alignment can attract four or five 
mandates from the Arab sector, it 
will be a significant advantage.

There is, replies one of Israel’s 
more experienced party tacticians, 
but only if different contenders are 
selected to head the title card.

“The reason is simple. Voters

By sending 
Sharon against Ezer Weizmann, you 
force a situation of movement to- 
ward the extremes which, whether 
you like it not, is an essential ele- 
ment in campaign processes. 

“People will say they prefer a cul- 
tured, quiet election campaign, but 
those who know campaigns from the 
inside know there's no such thing. 
There are only campaigns between 
grey candidates, or campaigns 
where the candidates are very clear 
in their views.” 

This is not to suggest that Shamir 
is unclear in his views, he continues, 
“but he simply doesn't talk. Peres’s 
problem is different, of course. He 
is unclear because he talks so much. 
That is why Begin, who seemed to 
speak extremely clearly, was able to 
score so well against him in the early 

ighties.”

But Citizen’s Rights Movement

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Widespread sense 
of unease among 
American Jews

A SPLIT in the American Jewish community bas clearly helped the Reagan 

administration to openly distance itself from Istael’s actions in the West 

Bank and Gaza Strip, culminating this week with U.S. support for a UN 
ity Council resolution calling on Israel not to deport Palestinians. 

Top White House and State Department officials have no probiem finding 
prominent American Jewish Jeaders who have publicly criticized Israeli 
policies. 

These officials recognize that there is a widespread sense of unease among 
American Jews, a feeling stemming in part from the serious beating that 
Tgrael receives virtually every day in the American media. The television 
news networks in particular have painted a very nasty picture of Israel. 

Morris Abram, chairman of the Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, can maintain that the Jewish community 
Temains solid in its support for Israel. Seymour Reich, president of B'nai 
B'rith International, can make the same case. But their claims cannot 
conceal the cracks which have surfaced in recent weeks. 

In private, these cracks have been especially welcomed by many Middle 
East specialists in the State Department whose influence on the Washington 
decision-making process has been enhanced in recent weeks. It is certainly 
easier for the U.S. government to differ publicly with Israel! when American 
Jewish leaders are doing the same. Ἴ 

The split was evident the other night when Rita Hauser, a well-known 
Jewish activist in New York, challenged Abram on a nationally-televised 
news programme. Three weeks earlier, Rabbi Alexander M. Schindler, 
president of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations (Reform), had 
bluntly criticized Israeli policies. Schindler is himself a former chairman 
of the Presidents’ Conference. 

During private conversations, Israeli officials have acknowledged the 
impact of this weakening of American Jewish support for Israel, saying they 
have-already felt its damaging effects. They insist, for example, that the 
Reagan administration would have been much more reluctant to vote this 
week against Israel at the UN Security Council if the Jewish community had 
shown solid support for Israel. ᾽ 

But the days when American Jewish leaders are willing to endorse any 
policy accepted by Israel appear to be over. An Israeli ambassador in 
‘Washington can no longer meet the Presidents’ Conference in New York 
behind closed doors and expect all the troops to fall into line. They have to 
be convinced that Israel is doing the right thing. 

In recent years, there has been increasing scepticism among American 
Jews; they are no longer certain that the official Israeli answer is necessarily 
right. They have seen too many Israeli blunders, such as the invasion of 
Lebanon, and they have been deeply embarrassed by too many scandals, 
including Pollard, Irangate and the Shin Bet. 

Furthermore, they have been deeply and personally pained by Israel's 
continued refusal to grant full religious rights to non-Orthodox Jews. it 
should come as no great surprise that loving and devoted supporters of Israel . 
are voicing their concem. ca 
MANY U.S. Jewish leaders have expressed sharp disappointment at the 
Reagan administration for its UN Security Council vote. But they have also 
stressed that this latest manifestation of continuing U.S. disapproval of 
Israeli actions in trying to put down Palestinian riots will not have a major 
mrpact on the U.S.-Israe! relationship. : 

“We are disappointed by this vote, but see it as no more than a blip in the 
overall relationship,” remarked Abe Foxman, national director of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith. “The U.S. vote is misguided and will

They can ultimate- 
ly have no existence, let alone suc- 
cess, without the success of the 
Iranians, first against Baghdad and 
then against Jerusalem. 

As Hussayn al-Musawi, a leading 
Lebanese Shi'ite preacher, put it in 
an interview in 1986, “ἃ prerequisite 
for establishing Islamic government 
in Beirut is victory over the Zionist 
regime...On the other hand. as long 
as the banners of Islam do not wave 
over Baghdad...the establishment 
of Islamic rule in Lebanon is not 
likely.” 

For Hizbullah, says Kramer, “the 
(ranian claim that the Gulf War is 
the first step toward the liberation of 
Jerusalem is not a rhetorical one.” 

He continues to cite Musawi, say- 
ing that according to him, the Irani- 
an Revolutionary Guards in Leba- 
non: — about 1,500 -- “are under 
orders not to engage Israel direct- 
ly."

The Palestinian Islamic Jihad 
identifies the Palestinian problem.

ing Khomeini’s ambivalence tc-. 
wards the PLO. Initially, the Tranialgs 
revolutionaries “‘stressed their affin- 
ity with the PLO.” But-with the 
failure of the PLO to conform to 
Islamic concepts of Palestinian τενᾶ- 
lution, relations grew distant.” ἢ 

While the Palestinian Islamic fun- 
damentalists (who are overwhelni- 
ingly Sunni) icok to iran to assist in 
forming “the Jerusalem Army™ to 
achieve the liberation of Palestine, 
there is also an ideological “Jerusa- 
lem-Cairo axis.” Rekhes believes

| The Church that 


speaks Aramaic 


THE SYRIAN Orthodox Church is 
one of the oldest, if not the oldest, 
denomination in Jerusalem, and 
many centuries ago had one of the 
largest flocks in the Holy Land. But 
today it is one of the smallest Chris- 
tian groups, and its main church is 
tucked away in an obscure comer of 
the Old City. 

The current Syrian Orthodox 
archbishop, however, sees this ob- 
scurity as richly undeserved. In a 
recent interview, Archbishop Dio- 
nysius Behnam Yacoub Jajjawi 
chided the authorities, sometimes 
not so gently, for failing to give his 
Church its due. 

‘We met in his’ richly-decorated 
chambers at St. Marks Church and 
Monastery, located just off Rehov 
Habad, between the Jewish and Ar- 
menian quarters in the Old City. 

“We are the first Christian 
Church in the world,” prociaimed 
the feisty archbishop, whose jabs at 
the authorities, and at the press, 
were softened by a frequent smile or 
twinkle in his eye. His formal title is 
“Patriarchal Vicar in the Holy Land 
and Jordan," ἃ post which he has 
occupied for almost five years. 

“In the house on which this mon- 
astery was built lived Mary, mother 
of John. This place was the first 
Holy See, where St. James, brother 
of Jesus, headed the Church. This 
was also the place of the Upper 
Room ~ you know what that is, 
tight? Yes. the site of the Last Sup- 


Tr. 
The site of the Last Supper, or 
rather the one pointed out to most 
tourists, is usually placed on Mt. 
Zion. When I mentioned this, the 
patriarch pardoned me for my igno- 
france, and launched into a tirade 
against the Ministry of Tourism. 
“I am sorry to say. but the Tour- 
ism Ministry does not give proper 
attention to this place. We did not 
get proper publicity, and 1 had to 
push to get us on the tourism map. 
But why are people shown Mt. Zion 
as the site of the Last Supper? That 
_— was not a Christian site at 
Moderating his stance somewhat, 
the patriarch stressed that “we do 
not need the respect for our own

benefit. It is for your government's 
benefit. It is good for propaganda.” 

He has no complaints, however, 
about the attitude of the authorities 
to him personally. “Everyone 
knows that the Syrian archbishop 
deserves respect,” he said with great 
satisfaction. 


THE ARCHBISHOP was born in 
1925 in Mosul, Lraq. He was or- 
dained in 1947 and visited Jerusalem 
for the first time in 1954. He studied 
the ecumenical movement at the 
Union Theological Seminary in New 
York, a mainline Protestant institu- 
tion, in the early 1960s. His longest 
posting, from 1965 to 1980, was at 
the world (5 of the Syrian 
Orthodox Church in Damascus. 


The Syrian Orthodox is one of the 
Monophysite Churches, which 
stemmed from an early schism in 
Christianity in 451. They are some- 
times known as Jacobites, after one 
of their early leadersJacob Bara- 
deus, but they should not be con- 
fused with the Assyrians, or Nestori- 
an Christians. Today, the Syrian 
Orthodox number about three mil- 
lion. 

An ecumenical spirit of sorts was 
present in our conversation, since 
the patriarch was eager to point out 
the linguistic kinship between his 
Church and the Jews through Ara- 
maic. The Talmud was written in 


Aramaic, the lingua franca for much | 


of the ancient Near East. It was also 
the language of daily life for Jesus 
and his disciples. 

The variety of Aramaic used by 
the Syrian Orthodox is known as 
Syriac, and is written in an alphabet 
that differs from both Arabic and 
Hebrew. 


“St. James wrote our first prayers 
in Aramaic, and today we read the 
Gospels, pray, and give sermons in 
this language. There are Syrian Or- 
thodox villages in Turkey where the 
people still speak Aramaic. and 
some of them came to Jerusalem 
during the troubles at the time of the 


First World War. Some people still 


” speak it here. 


“When E talked with the president, 
last week at his reception for Chris- 
tian leaders, I said to him: “You say 
shalom in Hebrew, and we say sha- 
lomo in- Aramaic. But we need it — 
meaning peace — here in this land, 
no matter how we pronounce it." 

To demonstrate the kinship be- 
tween Hebrew and Aramaic, Dio- 
nysius insisted on reciting the entire 
alphabet in Aramaic and Hebrew, 
which indeed sound similar. 


THE FLOCK OF the Syrian Ortho- 
dox vicar here -numbered about 
2,500 families before 1948, but 
many have immigrated to Europe 
and the U.S. over the years, leaving 
about 500 families today. Some 400 
live in the Bethlehem area, with an- 
other 100 scattered around Jerusa- 
Jem. 

The Israeli authorities, and espe- 
cially Mayor Teddy Kollek, have en- 
couraged the Church to teach Ara- 
maic to the young generation, as a 
way to preserve the community's 
distinctive culture. 

“Yes, Teddy gave us help to open 
a kindergarten, but — it is not nice 
for me to say this — we had problems 
in our own community that caused a 
delay. We still want to do this, but 
meanwhile our young people learn 
Aramaic in church.” 

“While it came as no surprise for 
the patriarch to refer to Jerusalem's 
mayor as “Teddy.” it was interest- 
ing to hear him refer to another 
official as “Shmulik.” 

The latter turned out to be 
Shmuel Hamburger, the officer in 
charge of Christian affairs for the 
civil administration of Judea and Sa- 
maria. But when he spoke of the 
minister of religious affairs who wel- 
comed him when he first came in 
1983, he referred to him as “Dr. 
Burg.” 


SHMULIK WAS mentioned in the 
context of another of the patriarch’s 
complaints, this one against the mili- 
tary authorities. He seems to have 
adjusted well in this respect to the 
open society of Israel, since it seems 
unlikely that he had much practice 


criticizing the military authorities in 
the press while he served in Damas- 
cus. 
For many years after the Six Day 
War, the monasteries of several 
Churches on the Jordan River near 
the Allenby Bridge were closed for 
security reasons, including that of 
the Syrian Orthodox. 

Recently, the IDF has allowed the 
Greek Orthodox and the Catholics 
to use their facilities there for cere- 
monies once a year. The other sites, 
however, are still unused because 
they are in an area where access to 
the river creates greater security 
problems. 

This situation has naturally dis- 
pleased the patriarch immensely. 

“As I told Shmulik, the Jeast the 
army can do is let us pray in the 
church there, even if they don’t let 
us go down to the water. How can 
we celebrate the Epiphany if we 
cnt go to the place of the Epipha- 
ny?™

THE NEWLY-elected national 
chairman of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal (UJA) appears to be having 
difficulty making up his mind on 
several prickly issues likely to loom 
large when his term begins next 
May. 

Morton Kornreich, president of 
the UJA-Federation of Greater 
New York and successor to Martin 
Stein as national chairman of UJA, 
said in an interview that he “gets his 
dander up™ at Diaspora Jewish or- 
ganizations which threaten to cease 
supporting the UJA-Federation 
Joint Campaign unless their own fa- 
voured projects are more generous- 
ly funded by the Jewish Agency. 

But while making clear his unhap- 
Piness that the Reform movement 
used that method to get the UJA 
and Jewish Agency to increase fund- 
ing for Reform institutions in Israe!, 
Kornreich expressed satisfaction 
that Jewish Agency funding for the 
Reform and Conservative move- 
ments in Israel has been augmented. 

Kornreich appeared to take a sim- 
larly ambivaient position on the 
right of Diaspora Jewish leaders to 
take public positions on Israeli secu- 
rity issues, expressing simultaneous 
support for the apparently contra- 
dictory approaches of Foreign Min- 
ister Shimon Peres and Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir._ " 

Addressing the explosive issue of 
Jewish-Arab relations. Kornreich 


Upset at Diaspora J ews’ threats 


noted with pride that the New York 
UJA-Federation has embarked ona 
new Project Renewal programme to 
raise living standards in the mixed 
Jewish-Arab communities of Lod 
and Ramle. 

But Komfeich rejected the sug- 
gestion that the UJA and Jewish 
Agency should spend more on pro- 
grammes to counter polarization be- 
tween Arabs and Jews in Israel, ar- 
guing that “some of these things 
may grab the headlines, but are 
sometimes not the most important 
things that warrant our attention.”

NOTING THAT he recently dis- 
cussed the issue of Diaspora in- 
volvement in Israeli political issues 
with Peres, Kornreich said: “Should 
we actively and financially support 
(Israeli) political parties? No. Are 
we entitled to go over there to re- 
flect our concerns and apprehen- 
sions? Why not? We have every 
right. We have done so on the Who 
Is a Jew issue...” 

Kornreich rejected the inference 
that he is wavering uneasily between 
the two Israeli camps on the “Dias- 
pora involvement” issue. -“I don't 
think (Peres and Shamir) take such 
strenuously different attitudes on in- 
put from the Diaspora.

be as attentive to American con- 
cerns, and should be.” 

Kornreich said that New York 


UJSA-Federation had selected the 
neighbouring towns of Lod and 
Ramle as its new Project Renewal 
project in part because they contain 
a good sized Arab minority...which 
has living conditions that are really 
pitiful.

He said that New York UJA-Fed- 
eration’s selection of Lod-Ramle to- 
gether with Los Angeles’s recent 
adoption of Jaffa. proves false the 
assumption that Jewish Agency 
money is given only to Jews. 

Komreich expressed opposition 
to the tendency of San Francisco 
and other communities to contem- 
plate funding their own programmes 
in Israel, independent of the Jewish 
Agency. saying: “There is some- 
times 2 kind of unfortunate and de- 
bilitating effort of communities. ..to 
do their own thing. This is kind of a 
break up of the unity, and I think it 
poses a danger because if this were 
to accelerate, the whole force and 
effectiveness of UJA [would be 
threatened}.“ 

But Kornreich confirmed a recent 
statement by Natan Sharansky that 


the New York UJA-Federation will 
commit funds independently of the 
Jewish Agency to help build low- 
cost housing for new immigrants in 
Israel's urban centres. The dearth of 
low-cost housing outside of remote 
development towns is a serious 
problem for Soviet immigrants who 
have very little money, but wish to 
ite in cities like Jerusalem and Tel .

Korreich said that New Yoftk 
UJA-Federation has not yet decided 
how much money to commit to the, 
project, but pointed out that, “thest# :

Ceived permission to use these funds 
for specific projects selected front a 
menu of the Jewish Agency.

Thatcher's endorsement of the international con- 
ference. “It assumes that King Hussein’s support 
for peace cannot be assured in any other way and 


that that desire can be translated into,action. Aud it: 
also assumes that the Russians are in the mood to . 


help. 1 think both assumptions are doubtful. I think 
it is in the Russian interest to have instability in the 
Middle East,” he told The Jerusalem Post , ignor- 
ing Peres’s words of just an hour earlier. 

But an international conference. he felt, might 
bring some benefit to Soviet Jewry. “If the Rus- 
sians are prepared to use their Jews as pawns in the 
international game. they are presumably also pre- 
pared to lose them as pawns.” 

The major difficulty the UK pro-Israel lobby is 
encountering in coping with last month's τοῖς in 
the territories, he says, is “ignorance of the true 
facts, and newspaper headlines. If you are known 
to be pro-Israel, you obviously have more difficulty 
selling the Israeli case if it's unpopular as a result of

“I don't feel very entitled to criticize. Israel. In 
the end, the Israelis have to find their own salva- 
tion, and back-seat driving doesn’t help. 

“But I want to see Israel as a jewel in the 
international eye. I never want to see its name 
besmirched by any wrong-doing . 

“As a Jew FE am naturally concerned that the 
reputation of Jews and the Jewish state is upheld. 
And as someone concerned with human rights and 
civil liberties, I want Arabs to have their rights 
honoured, too. So I don’t want a picture — just or 
unjust -- of an jive Israel. I feel British Jewry 
should be proud of Israel. In order to convey that 
message, it may be helpful if we do have our say. 

“Broadly, I feel the government has been right in 
handling the riots firmly. It would be hypocritical 
to say otherwise. But it must be humane too. Peace 
has to involve sacrifice. But the ball is really in the 
Arab court.” 

44. a third-term Democratic con- 
gressman from California, on the Foreign Affairs 


Committee and the Mid-East Subcommittee, has a 
life-long involvement in Jewish affairs and says his 
political outlook was formed by the student unrest 
of the 1960s, 

“It’s obvious that we wouldn't be here if we 
weren't in love with Israel. But at the same time we 
are worried about Israel's image." 

_ That was broadened by Lynn Cutler. national 
vice-chairman of the Democratic Party, whe spoke 
of “real divisions in the Jewish community. 

“There’s growing pain about recent events, it’s 
ποῖ monolithic, but it’s broad. U.S. Jews are in- 
creasingly concerned at the killing, at the methods, 
at the repression - if that’s what it is - about ἢ 
soliicrs trying to quell civil disturbances,” Cutler 
5816. 


Levine, as “Δ matter of policy” will not be drawn 
on his personaf opinions of recent events. But he 
will say that ‘I would like the image of Israel in the 
U.S. to be more of the peace initiator, the instiga- 
tor of πεῖν and creative ideas. Those are areas 
where I have worries. 

“The reason I say that I worry is that the extent 
and the nature of the support that Israel receives 
from the U.S. will have to do with the extent and 
the nature of the support that Israel has in the U.S. 
If the image of Israel were to shift. that would have 
its reflection in the administration. 

“While I don't believe the events of the past 
month have eroded public support, I believe they 
have. considerably shaken it. 

“But two calls from highly influential Jews deep- 
ly disturbed me. They said that it was my responsi- 
bility to try to explain to the Israeli government 
how deeply disturbing the events of the past month 
pee been. 

“People are beginning to ask what of socie!

“It's my hope that the activities of the last few 
weeks are an aberration and that the long term 
causes of these symptoms will be addressed.” 

For Levine, regarded as a key figure in the 
delegation, “to the extent that these disturbances 
recur, Israel will have a problem in the U.S. and it’s 
important for Israel's friends there to tell you this

Of this list of obligations, the only 
one with which we are trying to 
comply is ensuring public order. 
Vast areas of land have been seized 
and Jewish settlements established 


‘in the heart of Arab areas. ‘This is 
hardly a way to maintain the status 
quo. The system of torture used ‘by 
. the security forces to obtain military 


information ~ a clear violation of the 
convention, as well as of moral law— 
has even been excused under certain 
circumstances by a judicial) 
commission. 

Thus any resemblance between 
what we are doing and our interna- 
tional obligations is purely coiici- 
dental, so we should-be the last to 
cite the law. Incidentally, Jordan 
never controlled Gaza, so I don't 
know under what law we are expel- 


ling Gazans. 

Thasten to add that I have nothing 
but the greatest admiration for 
Peres, one of the most remarkable 
men Israel has produced: 1 am sure 
that neither his heart nor his mind is 
behiad the iron-hand policy. In fact, 
he virtually said as much last week 
on Mokéd. When I look back at the

was prime minister, and compare 
them with the dreadful mess created 
by the present incumbent, I feel like 
Adam looking back at Paradise 
Lost.

Peres was brilliant and handled 
his interviewers with consummate 
ease.

New boss takes over at Jewish Agency andWZO * 


ONE OF THE first things that a 
new boss in any Jarge organization 
does when taking over is to get to 
know the people who work there. 
This also applies to Simcha Dinitz, 
who was elected last month as chair- 
man of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, and who will be confirmed next 
month as chairman of the Jewish 
Agency. 

While most people think of the 
Agency and WZO as one entity, 
they are actually two separate but 
interlinked bodies, each with its own 
budget, governing bodies and prob- 
lems. The WZO, which is a political 
body, deals mainly with Israel-Dias- 
pora relations; while the Agency. 
which provides services in Israel, is a 
aha between the WZO and 
leaders of Diaspora fund-raising 
bodies. é 

Dinitz, 58, was elected as a La- 
bour MK in 1984, and before that 
A aad most of his working life as a 
‘diplomat, including 10 years as ad- 
viser to Golda Meir and five as Istq- 
el’s ambassador to the U.S. Before 
he was elected to his present post in 
December, at the Zionist Congress, 
he was familiar with the WZO and 
Agency only as an outsider. 

One of the first things he learned 
as an insider about this sprawling 
complex with an annual budget of 
$500 million, is that it is not a nor- 
mal organization. 

For example, it is not always pos- 
sible at first glance to tell who does 
what for whom. 

“When people come into my of- 
fice for ther first meeting with me,” 
he said in an interview this week, 
“they don’t wear tags saying that 
this one works for the Agency, and 
that one works for the WZO.” 

During his first few weeks in of- 
fice, Dinitz also learned that some 
functionaries work for both organi- 
zations, while others are officially 
attached to one, but do much of 
their work in the other. 


ASIDE FROM getting to know the 


staff, Dinitz has been mainly occu- . 


pied with finding ways to move the 
‘WZO/Agency in a new direction, in 
‘terms of their relations both with 
Israeli government and society and 
with the Diaspora. 

. He is reticent at this stage about 
his own plans and prescriptions for 
change. He prefers to wait for the 
recommendations of three commit- 
tees that he recently appointed to 
advise him, as chairman, on possible 
future directions. The committees 
are composed of public figures out- 
side the WZO/Agency establish- 
ment, with senior WZO/Agency 
staff serving as observers. 

The first committee, headed by 
former governor of the Bank of Isra- 
el Moshe Sanbar, has been charged 
with finding ways to make the orga- 
nization and operations of the 
‘WZO/Agency more efficient. 

The second committee, headed 
by Yehiel Admoni, will re-examine 
ita goals and priorities. Admoni 
served as, director-general of two 
Agency departments, Rural Settle- 
ment and Project Renewal. 

The third committee, Dinitz said, 


“will deal with ideological issues. . 


These include Israel-Diaspora rela- 
tions, and the nature of the message 


the Zionist movement should trans- - 


mit to the Jewish world. No less 


important for this committee will be - 


something that has been neglected 
for a long time — the meaning of 
Zionism for Israelis.” 

He has not chosen a chairman for 
this third committee yet, but wants 
“an intellectual who has not been 


closely associated with the Zionist © 


establishment, one who can bring a 
fresh approach and perspective” to 
the task. ὁ 

. Dinitz hopes to push things for- 
ward at a faster pace than bas been 
habitual in the the past. 

“I want to have interim reports 
from the first two committees by 
next month. After they report to 
me, I will bring their recommenda- 
tions before WZO Executive,

pleasant experience. I can't even tell 
you for sure how many resolutions 
were passed. Was it 250? 350? Any- 
way, there were hundreds, and 
there was not even a’ resolutions 
committee to keep them down to 
reasonable proportions or to sort 
out those that overlapped or contra- 
dicted each other. 

“When Moses came down from 
Mt. Sinai, he had only: 10 ‘resolu- 
tions’ with him. That was enough for 
the Jewish people. We have to re- 
fofm and rethink the entire Con- 
gress, which was once the summit of 
political participation for the Jewish 
people. Now that there is a state. 
the Congress does not have to have 
the same meaning that it did 40 
years ago. 

“It is not necessary at each Con- 
gress to open up all the ideological 
issues that have been occupying the 
Jewish people for the past 2,000 
years. We can’t be constantly debat- 
ing about who is a Jew, or what the 
borders of the State of Israel should 
be. The job of the Congress should 
be to discuss practical policies and to 
create the motivation to get on with 
the practical work.”

Exposing defence data 


for public debate 


ISRAEL HAS THREE vital sub- 
jects to tackle: the Diaspora, the 
trade deficit - and the war with the 
Arabs. The first two, both civilian 
topics, are studied and discussed by 
all the country’s learned institu- 
tions. The third is the exclusive pos- 
session of the defence establishment 
— or was, until the Jaffee Centre for 
Strategic Studies came into 
existence. 

The defence of Israel, which con- 
sumes almost one-third of the state 
budget and accounts for almost one- 
third of the national income, is not 
fully exposed to public debate as are 
other issues, owing to security 
considerations. 

Aharon Yariv knows all about se- 
curity, having been head of Military 
Intelligence; and he believed, when 
he retired from the army, that public 
debate is desirable. To achieve that, 
an organization was needed, which 
should be completely independent. 

It should at the same time evoke 
the trust of the Defence Ministry 
and the armed forces (which admin- 
ister the occupied territories) suffi- 
ciently to be granted access to all 
information that is not strictly 
classified. ; 

Finally, it should subject this in- 
formation to broad scrutiny by 
trained minds -- people other than 
the uniformed brass-hats — including, 
experts in economics, geopolitics, 
public administration and interna- 
tional affairs. 


THE JCSS HAS been doing that for 
the last 10 years. Says Yariv: “If you 
ask whether we have conjured up a 
solution to the Arab-Jewish conflict, 
bringing salvation to all, the answer 
is no, we haven't.” 

What the centre does is throw 
light on knotty problems, and that is 
important. People cannot think un- 
Jess they are apprised of the facts. 
The centre gets the facts together — 
including material from disciplines 
other than the purely military. It 
analyses those facts and weighs up 
possible conclusions. 

For example, cabinet minister 


Arik Sharon claimed. following on. 


an incursion in the north, that there 
had been a rise in terrorism. Knesset 
member Ran Cohen took issue with 
him, citing JCSS statistics to indicate 
that, on the contrary, there had 
been a decline. 

His institution publishes a year- 
book, called inTer: A Review of In- 


.. ternational Terrorism, which is 


quoted worldwide, being translated 


‘even into Japanese. (It lists 800-900 


.terrorist organizations.) Another 
JCSS yearbook is The Middle East 
Military Balance. This volume con- 
tains among other things details of 
the arms every state in 


d by ; 
the Middle East. including Israel. 


The Balance, as it is called for short, 
is extensively used, figuring in testi- 
mony in the U.S. Congress. It has 
been published in pirated Arabic 
translations. 

Does the centre hold a political 
view, whether hawkish or dovish? 

No, it does not officially adopt 
any particular stand, says Yariv. 
Most of its writers, he admits, reach 
conclusions that may be described as 
dovish, but “in order to stay on an 
even keel, we sometimes commis- 
sion work from writers known to be 
hawks." Most recent of them is for- 
mer MK Yehuda Ben-Meir of the 
National Religious Party, who made 
a detailed examination of decision- 
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making on security matters in the 
israel cabinet. 


THE CENTRE HAS also produced 
10 books, eight studies, papers and 
19 memoranda. That is in addition 
to its many conferences and semi- 
nars, some of them held jointly with 
distinguished foreign bodies such as 
Georgetown. University and. the 
Rand Corporation. 

Yariv decided at the very begin- 
ning what sum was needed to fi- 
nance the centre and went to get it. 

“My aim was to build up an en- 
dowment of $3 million. This would 
provide a yearly income to pay for 
the centre and its activities. I man- 
‘aged initially to raise $700,000, bor- 
rowed the remaining $2.3m., and 
was in business.” 

He did not stop at that, managing 
in the course of time to mobilize 
almost 200 contributors, notably 
Malvin Jaffee of Southern Califor- 
nia, after whom the Centre is 
named. The endowment fund has 
now reached $6m. after repaying the 
$2.3m. loan and interest. 

The centre’s income is supple- 
mented by matching funds from Is- 
rael’s Higher Education Council. 

Accommodation is supplied by 
Tel Aviv University, sponsor and 
patron of the centre, at a rent of 
$100,000 4 year. But now JCSS's 
status justifies acquiring quarters of 
its own. A suitable building would 
cost $1.5m.; and sure enough, Arele 
(as Yariv is usually known in Israel) 
has managed to find a donor. 


AE A AE EE, 
Question: “Aluf Yariv, you are 
reported to have made a state- 
ment last week suggesting that

Moreover, he knows how to make 
his revenue go a long way. He has an 
arrangement for publication with 
The Jerusalem Post, which prints the 
centre's material at its own expense 
and sells it. Another distributor is 
the Westview Press of Boulder, Col- 
orado, which specializes in supply- 
ing America’s academic institutions. 
According to a JCSS handout, 
“There are very few publishers any- 
where who accept works they have 
not read. Westview and The Post 
were actually prepared to agree in 
advance, sight unseen, to advertise 
and publish the research that JCSS 
promised to carry out.” 


THE CENTRE HAS dealt (apart 
from terrorism) with four main sub- 
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jects: the Palestinians, the occupied 
territories, autonomy, and relations 
with the U.S. What, for instance, 
are the pros and cons of a Palestin- 
ian state (which our present mn- 
ment will not consider)? Mark Hell- 
er has produced an enlightening 
book on the subject. ᾿ 

‘What can be learnt from the expe- 
rience of past military occupations? 
Uri Bialer, perusing the history of 
the stationing of armed forces in 
foreign territories, reveals that they 
are generally short-lived. ᾿ 

What frontiers should we settle 
for in a peace agreement with the 
Arabs? Saul Cohen, president 
emeritus of Queens College in New 
York, suggests an answer in The 
Geopolitics of Israel’s Border 
Question. 

Can we go ahead with Arab au- 
tonomy? Arye Shalev considers the 
proposal that Israel set up unilater- 
ally an autonomous regime in Judea 
and Samaria. He says a negotiated 
settlement would be better. 

Can we get away with a Greater 
Israel policy? Nimrod Novik’s book, 
The United States and Israel, warns 
that if Israel refuses to, be flexible 
over territory, domestic’ determi- 
nants inside America are likely in 
time to cause a toughening of Wash- 
ington's stance on the subject. 

‘What of Israel's nuclear deter- 
rent? Shai Feldman recommends a 
public announcement that we have 
it and will use it if compelled to. This 
would permit us to withdraw to bor- 
ders that might be deemed vulnera- 
ble if defended with conventional 
weapons alone. 


ISRAEL HAS HAD to cut its mili- 
tary budget lately, causing perplexi- 
ty over what to do about defence 
needs. The JCSS ran a four-day con- 
ference on the subject and the pro- 
ceedings were published in book 
form. 

Five conferences were held on 
Lebanon. In 1983, at the initiative of 
Moshe Arens, thea defence minis- 
ter, the centre participated in a war 
game on the alternatives of rede- 
ployment and withdrawal in 
Lebanon. 

These are some of the topics cov- 
ered so far, and the think-tank activ- 
ities continue. A book by Shalev is 
due to come out on the strategic 
importance of the Golan Heights. 
The Guif War may be approaching 
its conclusion and two coriferences 
are scheduled on that during 1988. 


The JCSS rarely deals with techni- 
cal subjects that are under the direct 
purview of the arméd forces. It pub- 
lished a memorandum on naval doc- 
trine which caused a reassessment of 
the Saar-5 missile-boat project. 
(The memorandum suggests that 
the desired objectives could be at- 
tained more economically by re- 
vamping the Saar-4.) 


But generally, the centre focuses 
on strategic topics that concern the 
army only partially, being of interest 
also to the political echelon (e.g., 
peace-making with the Arabs) and 
foreign-affairs specialists (e.g., rela- 
tions with the U.S.). It is this over- 
lap that may have done most to rec- 
oncile the army to the organization's 
existence. In fact, the military now 
participate, willingly in the JCSS's 
seminars and other activities. The 
ice has been broken between soldier 
and civilian. Arele Yariv was 
uniquely equipped to make the 
match. 
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MANY OF our political leaders 
have accused the media of acting 
irresponsibly in their coverage of the 
violent incidents in the occupied ter- 
Titories. Such remarks reveal a com- 
mon misconception about the role 
of the press in modem society. To 
my mind, both the foreign and Is- 
raeli media have fulfilled their roles 
magnificently in the occupied 
territories. 

The true responsibility of the 

3S to give the public all the 
information it needs in order to 
shape its opinion about the govern- 
ment in power. Without such infor- 
mation, the whole notion of demo- 
cratic elections becomes 
meaningless. How can the voter de- 
termine if his leaders deserve to re- 
main in power, or if their policies 
are valid, if he isn't aware of their 
actions and the consequences of 
their policies. This is especially im- 
portant in the case of the occupied 
territories, about which there is 
much bitter controversy concerning 
Israeli policy, the desirability of our 
military presence there, and the ter- 
ible moral price involved in that 
presence. The availability of com- 
prehensive, uncensored information 
about recent events there is essential 
if the Israeli electorate is to make an 
intelligent decision about its posi- 
tion on this crucial issue. 

While many politicans have grave 
misconceptions about the role of a 
free press in 4 democratic society, 
this attitude also prevails in the Is- 
raeli media. Too many peopie in ἡ 
both the printed and electronic me- 
dia accepi the politicians’ argument 
that the press should restrain itself 
and suppress crucial information 
whenever the government tells it 
publication would damage the na- 
tional interest. 

Because of this faulty attitude, 
not only do we have military censor- 
ship in Israel, but also a self-im- 
posed censorship of non-military. 
matters, a voluntary system which is 
enforced by the Editors’ Committee 
- a body comprising most of our

daily press. This committee agrees 
frequently to government requests 
to withhold publication of informa- 
tion, even when the military censor 
permits publication. This is usualy 
done on the grounds of “national 
interest,” i.e. a cabinet meraber or a 
senior official claims it is in the na- 
tional interest to withhold certain 
information from the public. 
When the Editors’ Committee ac- 
cepts such an argument, and im- 
poses self-censorship, it does so on 
Patriotic grounds: it believes ‘sin- 
cerely that it is protecting our na- 
tional interest. However, here again 
there is a misconception: in a demo- 
cratic society the basic assumption is, 
that the national interest itself is 
open to debate, and it may well be 
that the government's view of the 
national interest is mistaken or dis- 
torted. Whenever editors automati- 
cally’accept the government's sub- 
jective view of the national interest, 
and consequently suppress informa- 
tion, they are acting irresponsibly by 
depriving the public of information 
essential for democratic decision- 
making. ᾿ 


THE DANGERS of such journalis- 
tic acquiescence, in the guise of pa- 
tfiotic responsibility, were wit- 
nessed in the Yom Kippur War. A 


week before war broke out, all Is- - 


raeli media had information about 
enemy troop concentrations along 
the cease-fire lines. Since this infor- 
mation was freely published abroad, 
the military censor had no plausible 
reason to censor it, and he allowed 
publication. 

However, the IDF's chief of gen- 
eral staff asked the Editors’ Com- 
mittee to impose voluntary self-cen- 
sorship. He said that publication 
would cause panic which may, in 
tum, force the government to mobi- 
lize reserve units at great expense. 
This was, in the government's view, 
damaging to the national interest 
because, according to its intelli- 
gence reports, there was no real 
danger of war. The editors accepted 
the request and nothing was pub- 
lished until it was too late. 

In the case of the 1973 war the 
government made a genuine mis- 
take about the national interest. 
However, the media have to be 
aware that government officials or 
politicians sometimes lie intention- 
ally about the national interest. The 
General Security Services affair is a 
striking example. For weeks the 
prime minister, the deputy prime 
minister and the head of the GSS 
himself claimed that the national in- 
terest made it necessary to cover up 
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this affair. not to investigate it and ! 
to suppress most of the information Ϊ 
about it. These claims were com- 
pletely refuted by the Supreme 
Court's judgment and the attomney- 
general's report on the affair. We ᾿ 
“now know that the reason for the 
vernment’s quest for secrecy was 
pot the national interest, but rather 
the personal interest of senior GSS 
officers to cover up their illegalities. 
The lessons to be drawn from 
these examples are clear - the media 
are not qualified and indeed have no ° 
right to determine what the national A 
interest is, and whether that interest 
justifies suppression of information. ; 
When the Editors’ Committee, or ἘΣ 
igs 
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an editor or reporter, withholds in- 
formation which the military censor 
allowed for publication, and pro- 
fesses to decide “what is good for 
the citizen to know.” it betrays both 
the public’s trust and its own profes- 
sional duty. . 
There are only two questions a 
reporter or editor may ask himself 
before publication: Ys the informa- 
tion true? Will it help the reader (or 
viewer) to pass judgment on the 
government and its policies? If the 
answer to both questions is positive 
there is absolutely no justification 
for self-restraint or self-censorship. 
When senior politicians ‘call for 
more restrained, more responsible 
media coverage in the occupied ter- 
ritories or elsewhere, what they ac- 
‘tually mean is that the press should 
‘act in the irresponsible fashion it did 
on the eve of the Yom Kippur War, 
and betray its democratic function. 
As a journalist and as a constitution- 
al lawyer I do hope that the media -- 
both here and abroad — do not heed 
such calls and keep on giving the 
public afl the relevant facts and pic- 
tures about the troubled and trou- 
bling situation in the occupied 
territories. ἡ

Israel today -- unique or normal? 


IN THESE DAYS when the character of Israel 
is in question again, it may not be in style to tum 
to Herzl. After all, 90 years have passed, there is 
Jewish state and much water has run under the 
bridge. On the other hand, Herz!'s picture does 
hang in the Knesset, and he bas not yet been 
“revised” out of Israeli history. ῃ 

1 believe his little book The Jewish State, 

which started it all, can shed some light on the 
inner Conflict that has always dominated the 
Zionist venture. I refer to the conflict between 
the deep yearning for normalcy that is at the 
core of Zionist ideology and the equally deeply 
entrenched yearning for excellence in that same 
ideoioey- 
We should not think that the moral challenge 
emanates only from a variety of external 
sources: Margaret Thatcher, who tells us to 
behave like Jews; the U.S. State Department, 
which tells us to obey international law; the 
artists among us who, either out of artistic chic 
or sincere sensitivity, show Israeli soldiers 
shooting pregnant women; American Reform 
rabbis preaching the prophetic message to us; or 
our own Orthodox rabbis pointing to the dan- 
gers of nationalism. ᾿ 

The lenge comes from that half of the 
schizophrenic Zionist psyche that is found in 
Herz]'s old pamphlet, along with his exhorta- 
tions for normalcy that constitute the other half 
of that same psyche. 

We quote: 

“Universal brotherhocd is not even a beauti- 
ful dréam. Antagonism is essential to man’s 
greatest efforts. 5 

“The Jewish State... will require... a profes- 
sional army, equipped with every requisite of 
modem warfare, to preserve order internally 
and externally. 

“We shall prevent any theocratic tendencies 
from coming to the fore on the part of our 
priesthood. We shali keep our priests within the 
confines of their temples in the same way as we 


shail keep our professional army within the 
confines of their barracks.” . 

In other words, Herzl was thinking of a typi- 
cal 19th-century modern, liberal, democratic 
state with religion separated from state, with 
army separated from state but definitely there 
to use force against internal and external foes. 


We quote again: 

“But the Jews, once settled in their own 
State, would probably have no more enemies. 

“The world will be freed by our liberty, en- 
riched by our wealth, magnified by our 


greatness.

“Whatever we attempt to accomplish for our 
own welfare will react powerfully and benefi- 
cially for the good of humanity.” : 

Ta other words, Herz! was also thinking of 
something ideal. A state without enemies. The 
world magnified by Jewish greatness, some kind 
of secular version of the Kaddish: Magni- 
fied...be the name of the Almighty....The Jew- 
ish state would have to think of the good of 
humanity. 


HERZL WAS sensitive to the accusation of 
utopianism. Already in his preface he warns his 
critics not to misunderstand his thesis. 


“T must guard my scheme from being treated 
as Utopian by superficial critics who might com- 
mit this error...this Utopia is far iess attractive 
yo any one of those portrayed by Sir Thomas 

lore.” 


For Herzl, the Jewish state does not have to 
be perfect, but it has to be better. ‘We shall not 
revert to a lower stage, we shall rise to a higher 


one. We shail not dweli in mud huts: we shall 
build new, more beautiful and more modern 
houses....We shall surrender our well-eamed 
rights only for better ones.” Just to have a state 
is not enough. it must be better. 

Not only must the Jews benefit from a Jewish 
state, but the gentiles too must benefit from 
Zionism. “The countries they abandon will re- 
vive to a new period of prosperity. There will be 
an inner migration of Christian citizens into the 
positions evacuated by Jews.” 

Herzl sees the abnormality of life in exile as 
itself the normal result of circumstances. If he 
entertains notions of excellence for the Jewish 
state, he has no such illusions for Jews without a 
state. “The oppression we endure does not im- 
prove us, for we are not a whit beter than 
ordinary people. It is true that we do not love 
our enemies...oppression naturally creates hos- 
tility agaiast oppressors....ft is impossible to 
escape from this eternal circle.” 

Presumably only the normalcy of a state can 
rectify the situation. What would Herzl say 
about the circle of hostility between Israel and 
its ring neighbours, and now we see, its Arabs 
within? 


HERZL, obsessed as he is with the unique 
abnormality of the Jewish people among all 


other peoples, expects the state to be. unique - ᾿ 


normal but unique. “Distress binds us together, 
and, thus united, we suddenly discover our 
strengh. Yes, we are strong enough to form a 
state, and, indeed @ model state.“ 

So, was it Nehye kikol hagoyim, let us be like 
all the other nations — or was it Or lagoyim, A 
Light Unto the Nations, for Herzi? It seems to 
have been both. This complex, with him and 
with us, complicates our national and interna- 
tional relations no end.

“NOW THERE arose a new kin; 
over Egypt, who knew not Toseph” 
(Exodus 1:8). Tora does not cite the 
hame of the new king, just as it did 
not tell us the name of his Predeces- 
sor. 
As far as the biblical story is con- 
cerned, the Egyptian ing, whom 
Israel had encountered were just 
Pharaoh,” which is not a Proper 
name, but means simply “the big 
house.” It is there that the king re- 
sided and it was from there that the 
Israelites in their struggle for free- 
dom would have to break away. 

Redemption, we. learn, is not 
achieved as fong as the total depen- 
dency of Israel on the “Big (White?) 
House” persists, whether or not it 
may be inhabited at the moment by 
a chief executive who is well dis- 
posed towards them. Such depen- 
dency is bound to be a risky affair. 
One day Joseph is a “big wheel” in 
the government, second in power 
only to the king himself; the next 
day, “there arose a new king, who 
knew not Joseph.” 

How “new” could he have been? 
Many of the classical Tora commen- 
tators are puzzled: Was it possible to 
forget so soon that great-revolution- 
ary leader who actually saved Egypt 
from shame and starvation? How 
could they so completely blot out 
from their memory the young for- 
eigner whom they all had admired 
and cheered in the streets? 

To prove that it is indeed possible 
for certain regimes to revise and 
bluntly re-write history in spite of all 


known facts, some talmudic rabbis 


(TB Sotah 118: also quoted by Ra-. ἢ 


shi, ad. loc.) claim that in fact this 
“new™ king was not new at all. He 
Was the same king who one fine day 
decided to reverse his policy. The 
new era required that Joseph and all 
that he had accomplished for the 
sake of Epypt be conveniently ig- 
nored and completely blotted out. 

We in our own time can well per- 
ceive this kind of sudden change of 
mind and policy. It was difficult, 
however, for the famous Renais- 
Sance Tora commentator R* Ovadia 
Sforno (Italy, 1475-1550) to grasp. 
He therefore suggested that the new’ 
Pharaoh surely found Joseph’s 
name inscribed in the national re- 
cords of Egypt. Yet “he knew not 
Joseph,” meaning, that he did not 
know of Joseph's connection with 
the Hebrews. 

Most other commentatoys stress 
the fact that the behaviour of this 
new Pharaoh proves beyond any 
doubt that “he knew not,” not out 
of ignorance or some inexplicable 
lack of information, but because he 
did not wish to know. “Not know- 
ing” was a calculated element in his 
policy of tyranny. 

Later on, when Moses and Aaron 
confront him with the Almighty’s 
demand: “Let my people go!", be 
says: “Who is the Lord, that I 
should harken unto his voice to let 
Israel go? J know not the Lord, and 
moreover, I will not let Israel go!” 
(ibid., 5:1-2). 

“He knew not Joseph,” he knows 
not the Lord. He pretends to be a 
“know ποῖ" only because he is con- 
vinced that he really knows every- 


thing and is above everyone. He 
believes in his highly sophisticated 
technology and his “dealing wisely” 
(1:10) with all-kinds of threats to his 
power which makes him decide at 
‘one point to annihilate the clan of 
Joseph whom he conveniently pre- 
fers to “know not.” 

Pharaoh was probably the first 
one to realize that the family of Jo- 
seph was emerging as a people to be 
reckoned with. No one before him, 
including the Israelites themselves, 
had referred to Israel as ‘a people” 
(1:9). Pharaoh was the first to know 
that, but was determined to “know 


not” and to deprive them of their 
peopiehood even before they them- 


“selves became aware of it. 


WITH ALL THIS sophisticated di- 
plomacy of “wise dealings,” the 
plan that Pharaoh devises is gross: 
have all Israelite male children 
killed at birth. Two midwives refuse 
to serve as the king's secret agents to 
implement his evil design. 

When summoned by Pharach to 
explain why they disobeyed the 
king's orders the midwives produce 
an alibi: “Because the Hebrew 
women are not like the Egyptian 


women; they are vigorous: before 
the midwife can even get to them, 
they have given birth...” Tora how- 
ever points out the true motivation 
of these brave women: “And be- 
cause the midwives feared God, he 
made them houses” (1:21). 

This is explained as being related 
to how the midwives were rewarded 
for not harming the male babies. 
“He [God] made them houses,” is 
interpreted by the rabbis (TB Sotah 
11b, quoted in Rashi) to mean that 
they became the founders of dynas- 
ties (or “houses”) of priests and 
kings. 

There is another interesting read- 


‘ing of the above verse: “And be- 


cause the midwives feared God [and 
did not follow Pharaoh's orders], he 
[Pharach} made them houses." Says 
Rashbam (R' Shmuel Ὁ. Meir, 
grandson of Rashi): Pharaoh de- 
creed that the midwives could not 
make home calls anymore and that 
all babies would henceforth be de- 
livered only in specia) “houses,” 
1.6.. state controlled maternity hos- 
pitais. Thus, all deliveries of the Is- 
raelite babies would be under the 
watchful eye of the “big brother” 
supervising them from his head- 
quarters in thé “big house.” 

This too did not help further Pha- 
raoh’s evil designs until he involved 
“all his people,” ordering (1:2) that 
“every son that is born ye shall cast 
into the river.” Unlike the previous 


* secret order to the midwives. this 


order does not mention the Israel- 
ites by name. . 

On the face of it, this was ἃ gener- 
8) rule which applied equally to all 
citizens, but everyone knew against 
whom it was really directed. Pha- 
raoh, who claiméd so often to be an 
innocent “know not,” knew very 
well just what he was doing, turning 
his entire people into executioners 
and informers, causing a total de- 
moralization of the populace, incit- 
ing and directing a mass psychosis of 


hatred against a defenceless minor- 
ity, the Israelites. And this time it 
worked. 


Pharaoh, to be sure, did not act 
all on his own. He had convened a 
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mini-international Security Council 
to consult with and eventually ap- 
prove of his action. The council con- 
sisted, according to an interesting 
talmudic tradition (TB Sotah 110) of 
three well-known non-lsraelite bib- 
lical figures: Balaam, Job and Je- 
thro. When Pharach laid out before 
them his plans for the “final solu- 
tion” of the Israelite problem, Ba- 
laam gave it his enthusiastic approv- 
al. Later he had to pay dearly for 
this and was killed. Job kept his 
silence. Later, suffering was inflict- 
ed upon him, because he allowed 
others to suffer and did nothing to 
stop Pharaoh's diabolic plans. Je- 
thro, who was now left with an ef- 
fective minority vote, fled. He was 
rewarded by having his daughter 
marry Moses and seeing his descen- 
dants serving as ‘members of the 
Sanhedrin, Even though Jethro did 
nothing te concretely change the sit- 
uation, his fleeing in est is re- 
membered and eda 


WHEN MOSES, who grew up in 
the Big House, first “goes out” to 
view the labour camps, he is con- 
fronted with this mess of demoral- 
ized, degraded people, both among 
the oppressors and the oppressed. 
Yet, he did not treat both oppressor 
and victim by the same scale of val- 
ues as many “objective” outside ob- 
servers would, but immediately 
identified with his suffering 
brethren. 

When he saw “an Egyptian man 
smiting 2 Hebrew man,” he even 
resorted to a most drastic measure: 
“He tumed this way and that, seeing 
no one about, he struck down the 
Egyptian and hid him in the sand" 
(2:12). He looked about and saw 
that there was no one else to strike 
back at the oppressor, that they 
were all paralysed, as if waiting pas- 
sively for the next blow to come 
down on their heads. 

Vayar ki ein ish, “and he saw that 
there was o0 person there,” mean- 
ing that they had all lost their digni- 
fied personalities and were now but 
helpless slaves, listless skeletons of 
their former selves. It was at that 


moment that Moses decided to act. 
Did he do it in order to shake them 
out of the perpetual cycle of slavery 
Yn which they were caught and re- 
mind them that free humans must 
fight for their lives (as suggested by 
Andre Neher in his work on Mo- 
ses)? This act stil] stands out as a 
strange beginning for the career of 
one who was destined to pronounce 
in the ears of the entire world the- 
commandment “Thou shall not 
murder!” 

Imagine what this act did to the 
“image” of Moses after it was “ex- 

id" by one of his own people 

(2:14). What headlines it must have 
made in the media around the 
world. The same media that hardly 
mentioned the thousands of Israe}- 
ite children who were kidnapped 
and murdered, the hundreds of* 
thousands who were enslaved and 
tortured, were sure to give front 
page coverage to the startling story 
of Moses killing one Egyptian. 

Even within the camp of Israel the, 
story was not taken lightly. Numer- 
ous explanations were offered by 
the rabbis through the generations 
to describe the dilemma in which 
Moses found himself at that crucial 
moment. Those range from looking 
at Moses" act as killing in self-de- 
fence, to having the slain Egyptian 
brought first to trial before a heav- 
enly tribunal of angels with Moses 
being the one to carry out the death 
sentence which this man legally de- | 
served after “smiting™ (killing) an- 
other man whose sole crime was that . 
he was “a Hebrew.” There are also 
sources which actually condemn 
Moses for this action. ᾿ς 

All agree that it was not ἃ “nice” 
act and it was certainly not a pleas- 
ant task for Moses to have to com~- 
mit, neither is it pleasant for many 
of us to read about it today. Not- 
withstanding all this, it was not tak- 
en out of the Tora which tells us the 
story about the hazardous road of 
the peaple of Israel to freedom. '

Why Israel lags 
tourism stakes 


Greer Fay Cashman 


IS THIS the year in which Israel will finally reach the two million mark in 
incoming tourism? Don’t hoid your breath. 

A few weeks back, international hotelier Leon Tamman hosted a 
razzle-dazzie reception at his Daniel Towers Hotel in Herzliya to cele- 
brate a new record in tourist statistics. The nation’s tourist intake for 
1987 was just over 1.5 million. There was a lot of mutual back-slapping as 
guests toasted the quick recovery from the 1986 slump. 

There were enthusiastic projections that 1988 would be an even better 
year. 

The forecast was based Jess on market research than on a rose- 
coloured perception that tourism must escalate during Israel's 40th 
anniversary year. . 

Given the fact that the ratio of Jewish tourism to Israel has for some 
years been on the wane, this may well be a false premise. Though 
Christadelphians would undoubtedly be interested in being in Israel at 
some time during the coming year, one would imagine that the 40th 
anniversary per se would hold more appeal for Jews. 

What people in the tourist business may not realize is that Jewish 
attitudes towards Israel have changed. World Zionist Organization and 
Jewish Agency chairman Simcha Dinitz is certainly aware of it. In a 
recent address to a United Israel Appeal study mission, Dinitz made the 
point that memories of the shtetl and the Holocaust, which inextricably © 
linked Diaspora Jewry with Israel, are fading. The relationship between 
Israel and Jews abroad has to be based not on emotion, he said, but on 
logical involvement. 

How does Israel compare with other tourist destinations? The only 
truly unique feature is the Land of the Bible image. The invitation to 
walk in the footsteps of Jesus certainly has meaning for Christian 
pilgrims; but pilgrims, though well represented in tourism statistics, don’t 
make much of an impact on revenues from tourism, because they are 
seldom big spenders. 

In fact, a lot of Israeli hoteliers are saying that the best guest -- money- 
wise — is the home-grown variety. Israelis may be messier. coarser and 
Jouder than most foreign tourists, and more inclined towards souveniring 
the towels and the ashtrays, but in general, they compensate by spending 
a lot more money. Usually they order full-board packages; frequent the 
coffee-shop in the day-time and the bar at night. 

Foreign visitors tend to go for bed-and-breakfast only and have been 
known to return to their hotel rooms carrying sandwiches in 
the street, thus depriving both room service and the hotel dining rooms 
of revenues. 

But then again, this is hardly surprising given the high cost of hotel 
accommodation in this country and the frequently outrageous prices for 
meals compared to what is charged for similar fare in downtown 
restaurants. And these, too, are far from cheap. The impression that 
most foreign tourists carry home with them is that Israel is expensive. 

“Come to Israe! and make a friend” is the gist of Israel's tourist 
promotion campaigns abroad, but many tourists who respond to the 
message find the Israelis to be far more aggressive than friendly. 

Presuming that we can somehow inculcate good manners in areas 
where they are lacking, what else does Israel have to offer? A magnifi- 
cent opera house? No. A theatre district? No. Historic palaces still in 
use? No. At best, there ἅτε ἃ few Crusader castles that are uninhabited. 
There are some beautiful beaches, but tourists, even those-who do follow 
the sun, want more than nice beaches. 

Why is it that other Mediterranean countries can attract tourists in 
their millions and tens of millions, and Israel crows with delight at a score 
of 1.5 million. To keep on lagging so far behind for so long demonstrates 
that there is something seriously awry with Israel's marketing or infra- 
structure or both. . 

Even if the optimists are correct in their assessment, two million 
tourists spending two billion dollars is still too low a figure to give Israel 
cause to rest on her laurels.

SEVEN wise men went down to 
Egypt. There they sought not bread, 
as their forefathers did to aid their 
drought-stricken Israelite brethren, 
but rather to buy more oil in accor- 
dance with the latter-day peace trea- 
ty that exists between the two coun- 
tries. Among the seven there to 
renew Israel's buying contract were 
representatives of the three compa- 
nies that comprise the focal oil car- 
tel. 

The deal, of course, could have 
been clinched with but one repre- 
sentative in Egypt or even via telex, 
one expert has suggested. 3 

But since the oil sector works on a 
cost-plus basis, the cartel members 
did not worry about the expense.

A newcomer to Israel could be 
forgiven for thinking that the oil 
companies work on a laissez-faire 
basis, considering the amount of en- 
ergy they put into promoting their 
various products.

Indeed, “regulation,” ‘“‘monopo- 
ly," “cartel” — these are the key 
concepts that have characterized 
most sectors of Israeli industry for 
decades. ᾿ 

The energy sector well exempli- 
fies the problem of the Israeli econ- 
omy in general: Like other indus-° 
tries, it has thrived on regulation 
and the cost-plus sales system. 
‘Whenever the government showed 
any interest in deregulation, it al- 
ways encountered strong opposition 
from groups with vested interests in 
controls. 

There was a time when the situa- 
tion that exists today was not only 
suitable but necessary. In 1948, the 
Haifa oil terminal was suddenly cut 
off from its suppliers in Iraq. Later 
on, during the 1950s, foreign fuel 
companies feft Israet to fend for it- 


Privatization is now inevitable 


ACCORDING TO Dr Samuel 
Johnson, “ἃ woman’s preaching is 
like a dog walking on its hinder legs. 
It is not done well; but you are 
surprised to find it done at all.” So it 
is with the government's efforts to 
divest itself of the corporations it 
owns. j 
One could go further and say that 
nowadays it is less and less surpris- 
ing to find women preachers. By the 
same token, it is less and less sur- 
prising to = governments of ie 
stripe en in privatizing thei 
ccoenesien both itrocgu dies as- 
set sales and through deregulation. 
A change as deep-seated as this in 
so many national economies can 
only reflect a basic force at work. 
The factors feeding this force are by 
now well-known: Technological 
progress and the emergence of a 
world market have created a rapidly 
changing environment which high- 
lights the need for flexibility in man- 
aging human and financial 
Tesources. Ὶ 
State-owned industries, which are 
either protected, monopolies, or 
both, have been revealed as being 
generally unsuited to growth, or 
even surviving in this environment. 
Attempts to delay adjusting to it 
have foundered, usually after 
Squandering vast sums in vain at- 
tempts to prevent the inevitable. 
Israel, for all its determination to 
persuade itself that it is somehow 
different, faces the same problems 
and has made most of the same mis- 
takes. 
Thus the move toward placing 
greater stress on private enterprise 
and to recognizing that the use of 
resources has to be justified by the 
results, has become an irresistible 
force. No single country, company 
or organization can hold out against 
it — and survive. However, there are 
still those who are determined to 
hold out, even at the cost of perish- 
ing in what they see as a worthy 
cause. 


A PRINCIPAL reason why the Is- 
raeli economy is so behind in adjust- 
ing to these world changes is its well- 
entrenched die-hard resistance. The 
fact that this is mostly based on vest- 
ed interests concerned with protect- . 
ing fiefdoms, rather than carrying 
the flag for outdated ideologies.

Ya’acobi calls on cabinet to reimpose surtax

Economics Minister Gad Ya‘a- 
cobi has tabled 2 motion for Sun- 
day's cabinet meeting which calls to 
Continue the surtax on high wage- 
earners for the 1988/89 budget year. 

“Ya‘acobi believes that slapping 
the 10 per cent surcharge on the 
highest tax rate of 48 per cent -- 
bringing it to 52.8 per cent -- will 
bring in NIS55 million of extra reve- 
nue for the government. 


This sum, he notes, will allow ΕἸἰ- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim: to 
bring his budget cuts back to the 
NIS755m. he originally set, 
from the NIS742m. that Nissim said 
he was left with after the cabinet 
approved the budget last Sunday. 

The remaining NIS42m. could 
serve several other purposes, Ya‘a- 
cobi suggests. Some of it could go to 
the hard-pressed education and 
health budgets, some to assist com- 


panies in development areas that are 
in trouble, and some to help export 
firms break into new overseas 
markets. 

By way of comparison, Ya’acobi’s 
proposal includes a list of every 
‘Western country whose maximum 
tax bracket is higher than 52.8 per 
cent. These range from Belgium 
with 81 per cent through Holland 
with 72 per cent, down to West Ger- 
many and Australia with 56 and 55 


per cent respectively. 

However, Ya’acobi does not 
mention that the maximum rate in 
these countries only comes into ef- 
fect at much higher levels of income 
than the NISS,000 per month level 
he is proposing for Israel. 

Nissim and others have argued in 
the past that the main source of 
competition for high-carning Israe- 
lis is the U.S., where the maximum 
personal tax rate is now 33 per cent. 


Gov’t support 
for diamonds

The governmegt has decided to 
support the diamond-polishing in- 
dustry with an additional $1.5 mil- 
lion. Last year the diamond industry 
received approximately $8m.

Recently the 
Treasury recognized that the added- 
value of the industry has risen, so it 
merits additional support. But the 
decision, which has been taken fol- 
lowing significant pressure from the 
diamond sector, is only a temporary 
one. . 
An interministerial committee is 
now discussing the.real added-value 
of the diamond industry. Early esti- 
mates suggest that it is around 13-14 
per cent as compared to 19 per cent 
in the early 1980s. The plunge in 
added-value is due to the industry's 
move to bigger rough diamonds, 
rather than the traditionally small

or internal agitation ( by PLO activ- 
ists ). By arresting or sometimes 
even deporting the agitators, and by 
adopting an iron fist policy for a 
short while, says this view, the riots 
and demonstrations will stop sooner 
or later. 

But today, almost a month after 
the latest wave of riots started, it is 
not dying out. In addition, some 
local leaders in East Jerusalem and 
the West Bank, who are known as 
moderates among the PLO support- 
ers, are trying to launch a civil dis- 
obedience campaign. This attempt, 
led by Hanna Siniora, will certainly 
not be the Palestinian equivalent of 
the Boston Tea Party. 

Most of Siniora's colleagues 
strongly oppose this idea, saying 
that he wants to exploit it for pur- 
poses of 2 personal public relations 
campaign rather than to achieve any 
meaningful political objective. They 
also think that this idea does not 
appeal to the man in the street. 

It seems that for the time being, 
the idea of civil disobedience will 
hardly bene on. 

Meanwhile, it appears that the 
IDF is about to change its policy in 
dealing with rioters. Instead of con- 
fronting them, the army will try to 
isolate them. The [DF may decide, 
for example, to protect the main 
highways. leaving the Palestinian 
youths in the refugee camps and 
town centres to stew in their own 
juice. When necessary, the army 
will enter the camps and towns, but 
only after careful preparation and 
with large forces. 

There is πὸ doubt that the latest 
riots constitute the most serious 
wave of unrest and disturbances in 
the territories since June 1967. But 
it still remains to be seen whether 
they are the beginning of some form 
of violent uprising. There is also no 
doubt that the latest events reflect 
deep frustration and despair among 


the vast majority of the territories’. 


inhabitants, and their strong desire 
for a political solution.’ 

Are the Palestinians in the territo- 
ries strong enough to confront the 
Israeli authorities - mainly the IDF - 
for another month or more? Are the 
Palestinians sufficently united to 
start a civil disobedience campaign 
that would realy hurt the Israelis ? 

The answer to both questions is 
probably “ no," at least not for the 
time being. The UDF after learning 
its lessons from the latest riots will 
not let the Palestinian youths go on 
a rampage for much longer. The 
only act of civil disobedience that 
would really hurt the Israelis would 
be the Palestinian workers from the 
West Bank and Gaza not coming to 
work in Israel. At this stage, they 
cannot carry out such an act unless 
they are willing to starve. 

No doubt, the Palestinians will 
continue the riots and disturbances, 
but they will take the form of peri- 
odic outbursts and not non-stop ri- 


- ots that exhaust both sides. 


The first reaction of many Israeli 
Jews to the continued riots was a 
deep shock and sometimes even 
fear, the feeling of being surrounded 
outside and being choked inside by a 
hostile and belligerent enemy who 
want to uproot them from this 
region. 

‘The Palestinian reaction was dif- 
ferent: a mixture of pride and self- 
confidence. Sometimes, especially 
during the first days of the riots, by 
reaction was even charactarized Ὁ, 
intoxication: “We made it, we are 
much stronger than we had thought 
we were, an independent Palestin- 
ian state is on its way.” 

Both reactions were exaggerated. 
No one, at this stage, can uproot the 
Israeli Jews from their homeland 
and an independent Palestinian 
state is not in the cards. I¢ seems that 
both peoples, the occupier and the 
occupied, will have to continue 
along the path they are now on for 
an unpredictable period.

Statistics and 
half-truths 


EVERYONE KNOWS about lies, 
damned lies, and statistics. But not 
every lie has a statistic to support it, 
and not every statistic is a lie. To 
make matters worse, in Israel we 
have reams of statistics that are not 
lies at all, but wholesome truths. 
The only trouble with them is that 
the truths they tell are historical, 
because the statistics are out of date.

TODAY WE have precisely the op- 
posite state of affairs. The official 
line is that the economy is growing 
strongly, perhaps even too strongly. 
Now we're in the election year, 
therefore, the object of policy is to: 
prevent the pot from boiling over. 
As proof, “they” cite the CBS 
estimates for 1986. These show 
GDP up by 4.6 per cent over the 
year (in real terms) with the busi- 
ness sector positively surging by no 
less than 6.2 per cent. Since Israel is 
not South Korea or Hongkong. 
these numbers may legitimately be 
described as excellent. - 

. Unfortunately, though, they are 
too good to be true. They don't take 
into account that the second half of 
1987 saw a noticeable decline in the 

of economic activity. Again, 
‘the evidence is openly available, if 
you are prepared to look at indica- 
tors other than the CBS's obsolete 
numbers. 
. The decline in pace was suggested 
by the slump in the stock market 
that began in early summer and the 
peaking out of the boomiet in house 
prices in the later summer. Housing 
starts declined in the third quarter, 
industrial production stabilized after 
the first, while even the consumer 
boom has been straining to maintain 
the levels it reached early in 1987. 
Most significantly of all, in the 
context of election year policy, un- 
employment is no longer but 
clearly growing. Part of the explana- 
tion for this is the minimum wage 
law which as every economist 
knows, will push lower-paid work- 
ers out of jobs and encourage their 
replacement by machines or hasten 
the demise of the industry they work 
in. This merely aggravates a deterio- 
tating employment situation that 
stems from a weakening economy. 
All this is not to suggest that the 
economy is going into recession. 
There is no evidence at all — at least 
so far — to support that view and, if 
there is no worid slump to kill off 
our exports, there seems little dan- 
ger of such a development. But, to

1985 was divided into two halves 
by the Economic Stabilization Plan 
launched on July 1. The first half 
‘was a period of hyper-inflationary’ 
confusion, while the second wit- 
nessed a sharp disinflationary reces- 
sion. There were two less definable 
periods in 1986. The first was the 
continued aftermath of the ESP, 
which gradually gave way to a resur- 
gence of non-inflationary economic 
growth. This reached its peak in tbe 
first part of 1987, but the second half 
of last year saw a change to deceler- 
ating growth. 

There is no law of nature that says 
that this stop-go, up-and-down pat- 
tern has to be repeated every year. 
But with the economy refusing to 
stay where the Treasury and the 
Bank of Israel models think itis, it is 
quite possible that 1988 will see an- 
other half-and-half year. 

‘Thus, the policy-makers will wake 
up in a few months time to where we 
are now -- unemployment a worse 
problem than inflation, the balance 
of trade not getting worse because | 
demand is falling, but lower tax rev- 
enues widening the budget deficit. 
Then, under growing political pres- 
sure’ and with the election just 
around the comer, they will start 
dishing out medicine to make peo- 
ple feel better for the crucial second 

1988. 


This policy trend may be especial- 
ly important since job losses in vul- 
nerable industries such as construc- 
tion, textiles and some service 
sectors will fall heavily on West 
Bank and Gaza Arabs. Keeping 
them off the streets and at work is 
likely to become a major, if unspo- 
ken, policy consideration, at least 
for the short-term — meaning until 
the end of 1988. 

What happens after that will be 
the problem of the next 
government.

Would anyone here 
dare to say that the Palestinians are 
just crying out for autonomy?

our society. 

Basically we have two options. We 
can continue to procrastinate, im- 
provising from one disturbance to 
the next. We can continue to put our 
trust in mass aliya and continued 
Arab disunity. We can persist in our 
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course, what they want is sovereign- 


ὑπ second basic requirement is 
that autonomy be given to the 
‘minority in addition to full participa- 
tion on their part in the general 
government of the country as a 
whole. Our annexationists want to 
give the Arabs autonomy instead of 
participation in the Knesset and the 
nt. All important matters 
would be decided by the Jews, and 
the Arabs within the Green Line 
(defence taxes, money, land, indus- 
try, radio), and the minor ones 
would be decided by the Arabs in the 
territories (language, religion, 
schools, municipal by-laws). 

This is what the annexationists call 
an equitable arrangement, and they 
expect modem people in the twen- 
tieth century to accept it.
